RECOIJSIJDATION 

This International Meeting of Journalists r.t Helsinki, attended 
by representatives r.rd observers of professional organisations r.nd 
newspapers together with individual p.rtici or.nte from for cy-two 
countries, is of the opinion that the work done by the United N-tiono 
end especially by UNESCO in the field of press, r-'dio, television and 
information represents o. valuable contribution to the d evi-lopment and 
strengthening of friendly ties, mutual unucr standing end professional 
co-operation eetween Journalists, and journalists organisr.t ions of all 
countries and 3hould therefore be the basis for fur . her efforts in thi; 
dlreotion, having especially in view the following me r cures : 

1. The Introduction by UNESCO of an international Press Card which would 
be issued only on the recommendation of nation -.1 professional organi- 
sations. In the event of a Journa.list failing tb' obtain" thS'recomniond?. 
tion of his appropriate national organisation he m~y apply direct to 
UNESCO. e.nd ,ODce his professional standing has been eotabli shed , that 
body itselr may issue him with a.n international Press C id. 

2. Frequent exchanges of all kinds between dlf erent editorial offices, 
so as to help Journalists to familiarise th. mselve; with the edito- 
rial teohnlques r.nd ./1th the press In gci. ;r rl , in all countries. 

3. Bxohanges of radio and television prograraincc on a reciprocal basis, 
ae well as exchange of documentary material t a 1st in j, to the press 
between newspapers, press agencies, and radio arid television stations. 

4. The establishment or perfecting of such crrvlc;S as may provide all 
possible help for foreign Journalist.;, on the part jf the professional 
organisations in the various countries, or a network of cor espondent’ 
wherever it is Impossible to organise c. iress service. The names end 
and addresses of each of these correspondents will be distributed to 
the national organisations. 

5. Tho organisation, on a very large scale, of group and individual 
Journeyoo.both on professional business and for holiday purposes. 

The establishing of " travelling scholarships* 1 for such Journeys, 
or of similar institutions which could help in this matter. 

6. The organisation, with the support of UNESCO, ami also by other means, 
of specialised international conferenc-c of journalists of different 
branohes and catcgor ies(agenoy correo 'ondentc, C;ortc reporters, 
radio and television commentators , preen photo^ra hcrs,liU:ary and 
other oritlcs etc.). 

7. The stabllshraent or broadening of centres for documentary material 
for the corresponding Associations of Journalists in all countries » 
with the reoomnendatlon that r. similar centre be cot up with the 
support of UNESCO, to be available to Journal/.! to.

1. The International Meeting of Journalists takes note of 
the recommendations of the UNESCO meeting of experts on 
professional training held in Paris in April 1956, and declares 
Its approval of these. 

The meeting considers that the implementation of these 
recommendations would he groatly facilitated by the existence of 
s single International organisation of journalists and by the 
cooperation of all national organisations. 



2. The International Meeting considers that the governing 
bodies of Mbools of professional training may consult the 
profession^ organisations of journalists. It would be desirable 
for Sttfth ocfpnlaatlaa* to have representatives on the advisory 
or govsrni&g todies of such schools, in order that the instruction 
sax ecfcreepond to the needs of the profosaion. The Meeting also 
asks that the ethics of journal lam should be given an i 'port ant 
Place in the programme of studies. 



3. In order* to facilitate the implementation of the 
reoomosndations of the UNESCO meeting of experts on professional 
training, and to oooperate effectively with them ,the meeting has 
deceldad to set up a committee to .enter into liaison with the 
UNESCO, and to coordinate the different experiences of the various 
nations. To this end national associations are urgently requested 
to send all necessary information and documents to the chairman 
of the committee. 

The chairman may nominate a secretary from his own country 
and oo-opt new members as the need arrises.

lists | and considers that the lessening of internr tienrl tensions 
opens new possibilities for the abandonment of the negative consequen- 
ces of the -oat and for the creation of a universal international and 
folly representative' Journalists' organisation based c*n tho principles 
of the United Nations. For the etteinment of this goal the widest 
cooperation of ell nrtiorrl journclitts* organisations, to well as of 
existing regional associations of Journalists, is needed.
